(b ) in all other cases within three months from the date on which the com 

pensation is offered or , if the applicant is an insurer to whom 
compensation is payable under Part B of the First Schedule to the 
Act , within six months from the date on which the compensation is 
offered . 


( 2 ) The Corporation shall within three months of the date of receipt of an 

application under sub -rule ( 1 ) refer the matter to the Tribunal for 
decision along with a written statement and other documents specified , 
11 any , by the Tribunal in the regulations , 


( 3 ) ( 1 ) Where an application under sub - rule ( 1 ) is made after the expiry 

of the period specified therefor in that sub -rule, the Corporation shall, 
notwithstanding the expiration of the said period . refer the matter 
within three months of the date of receipt of the application to the 
Tobunal for decision along with a written statement and other docu 
ments specifled , if any, in the regulations. 


( 11) The Tribunal may admit a reference made under clause (1 ) it the 

applicant satisfies the Tribunal that he had sufficient cause for not 
making the application to the Corporation within the period specified 
therefor in sub -rule ( 1 ) .
